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The following amendment to the By-laws of Aleppo Temple having 
been proposed at the last regular session will come before the Temple 
at this session for action. 


To amend Article IV, Section 6, of the By-laws as follows: 


ARTICLE IV, Section 6. Life Members. Strike out the words “Forty 
Dollars” in the third line, and insert “fifteen times the annual dues,” so that 
the law as amended will read: 


ARTICLE IV, Section 6. Life Members 


Any member of this Temple who is in good standing and whose dues are 
paid in full may become a life member thereof by paying to the Temple the 
sum of fifteen times the annual dues, upon receipt of which the Recorder shall 
issue to him a certificate of life membership. Said life member shall thereafter 
become exempt for life from the payment of annual dues and assessments, but 
shall retain all the privileges of membership.” 


For Your Information 


The following important amendments to the laws of the Order 
were made at the Forty-first Annual Session of the Imperial Council, 
held at Seattle, Washington: 


ARTICLE X, Section 2, of the By-laws, as follows: 


SEcTION 2. In each Temple of the Order the annual dues shall be not less 
than five ($5.00) dollars, to be paid alike by all members of the Temple except 
life members. 


In compliance with this law the dues for 1916 wiil be $5.00. 


ARTICLE II, Section 6, of the Code was amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 6 [second paragraph]. An Arab patrol or Shrine band is part of 
the working corps of the Temple, and is under the control and authority of the 
Potentate. No'Temple shall adopt any by-laws setting aside or appropriating 
any. portion of the fees or dues of the Temple to and for the exclusive use of 
any band or patrol or any subordinate club or organization in the Temple.
